Ithaca, N. Y., July 28.—-Two new 


varieties of wheat and one of rye may 
be had by New YorV farmers for fall 
planting, according to a statement 
given out today by the plant breeders, 
at the state agricultural college here. 


Forward is a red kernelled white 


chaff wheat that is offered in com- 
mercl^l quantities for the first time 
this year. 
It has rather stiff straw, 


grows taller than ordinary wheat and 
has proved in long continued tests 
under the direction of the college to 
be one of the best yielders developed 
by the cereal breeders, of this state, 
the specialists say. 


For the eastern sections of the 


state, Dawson's Golden Chaff, now 
known as Honor wheat, is especially 
recommended. 


Develop Xew Rye. 


As a result of tests to develop new 


varieties of rye still being carried on 
both here and in Hudson val'ey coun- 
ties, one sort, as yet unnamed, Is now 
available in limited quantity.

Serious Discnso Spread by Insects— 


Healthy Stock Only Remedy. 


With the appointment of a plant 


disease expert at the Experiment Sta- 
tion at Geneva who Is to devote his 
entire time to a study of diseases of 
small 
fruits, 
raspberry 
growers 


ihroughout the state are looking for- 
ward to relief from the serious situa- 
:lon which has confronted them in 
.lie last few years with 
regard 
to 


losses from mosaic or yellows. This 
disease will'bu the first '.o receive at- 
.enticn. Jt'has become s.' prevalent 
.11 the Hudson River Vailey, say the 
experts, that there is now practically 
a complete infection in every planting 
of the .Perfection rod raspberry, one 
of the leading commercial sorts. A 
somewhat similar condition erc'sts in 
some other red raspberry so:ctioiis 
;uid the disease is present in practic- 
ally every planting in the state. 


The mosaic produces a yellow, mot- 


tled appearance of the foliage, ar.d a 
dwarfing of tht canes. The yield of 
diseased plants is much reduced, and 
the berries ar«j crumbly and seedy 
and entirely'lacking in flavor. In fav- 
orable seasons, such as the present, 
the new canes of diseased plants will 
make a vigorous growth, but. this is 
not an indication that the plants are 
outgrowing the disease as these canes 
will show thn usual symptoms 
mosaic the next season.

"Knowledge of mosaic sufficient for 


its control has been lacking until 
quite recently," say the experts. "It 
is now known however. that Mosaic 
is infectious and that, when once af-j 
fected, the bush never recovers and| 
all suckers which spring 
from 
the 


crown 
or roots produce diseased 


plants'. At present, the only way in 
which the disease is kiiown to be 
transmitted from plant to plant is by 
the raspberry louse or aphid, an 
otherwise harmless creature. Since 
the insects rarely if ever develop 
wings, the'disease spreads quite slow- 
ly and it has undoubtedly taken many 
years for it to attain its present pro- 
portions in commercial p'antings. 


"Due to the fact that growers have 


not been selecting disease free stock 
an increasing number of 
affected 


plants have been set out with the re- 
sult that in many cases there is.no 
hope of improving present plantings. 
Experimental work in selecting and 
propagating disease free stock will be 
necessary before any permanenC re- 
lief can be expected. Quantity pro- 
duction for large acreage of disease 
free plants must be worked out be- 
fore commercial plantings can b« re- 
juvenated and this will require from 
S to 5 years. 
Notwithstanding tha 


present discouraging c:\idltions there 
Is every reason to believe that there 
is a bright future for the red rasp- 
berry industry.
